Control for Thrips and Red 
Spider Needed in 
District 





Great increase in thrips and red 
Spider causes Calvin C. Delphey, 
supervising agricultural inspector, 
care must 
be exercised to avoid damage of 
fruit. 

“In the past ten days, there has 
been rapid increase in thrips,” 
says the inspector. Growers who 
wish advice on the control of 
thrips or red spider may call the 
office, located at 230 East Ninth 
street, and request either Mr. Del 
phey or Harry V. Cavers to mak: 
an inspection, 


Sulphur dusting for these two 


pests is the most commonly used 
method of control. However, some 


spraying is being done. Thrips are 


bad all through the lemon district, 
Mr. Delphey says. 

Spraying for black scale has 
begun in the southern part of the 
district. Infestation of red scale, 
however, is much less than a yea 
ago, Spraying for red scale will 
not start until October 1, he esti- 
mates.

Speaker Says Half 
Railroad Miieage of 
Entire World in U.S. 





When Fred Beaman of Los An- 
geles, foreign freight agent for 
the Santa Fe railroad, addressed 
|members of Upland Rotary club 
at their meeting at Red Hill Coun- 
try club today noon, he related 
lsome of the troubles of the larze 
-cdustry he represents, ‘ 

Mr, Beaman, in noting the 
|first railroads built in the United 
States, told of their increased im- 
portance as time has passad. 
There are about 240,000 miles of 
railroad in this country, he stat- 
ed, which is about half the rail- 
road mileage of the entire world. 
|The speaker told of the great de- 
|velopment in railroad transporta- 
jtion during recent years, giving 
credit to the automobile for spur- 
ring them on. He looks upon the 
Diesel engine as the engine of the 
future, not only because of the 
cheap fuel it uses but also because 
it is easier on the tracks. 

According to Mr. Beaman, an 
jinvestment of about $7,000 is the 
average cost per man employed in 
jthis nation, whereas with the 
Santa Fe it is approximately $25,- 
,000 per man. Average wage on 
the Santa Fe is $1,850 per year, 
he stated. In California the Santa 
|Fe Pays about $2,000,000 a year 
in taxes and in the country at 
large $14,000,000. Mr. Beaman 
mentioned a number of haidicaps 
placed upon the railroads by var- 
ious laws now existing—and clos- 
|ed his interesting address by not- 
jing that the railroads are an im- 
portant link in our national de- 
fense,
